He came back about six 
weeks ngo aparently in good health 
but was taken ill late last week. 
He formerly attended Weymouth 
High School. Besides Ills mother 
and father he is survived by two 
brothers and two sisters.

street. Solemn requiem high mass 
was celebrated in the Immaculate 
Conception church by Rev. Father 
Riordon as celebrant, Rev. Fr.

Thompson was resudtated and taken 
to his home, where it is said ho 
will recovor.

WEYMOUTH GAZETTE AND TRANSCRIPT 


T HE first American flng. for- 
mally adopted by congress on 
June 14, 1777, Is wild to have 
been made ont of a soldier's white 
shirt, nn old blue army overcont 
and a red flannel petticoat. It 
wn's first hoisted by the Revolution- 
ary army during Burgoyne’s campaign 
and was first flung to the ocean breer.e 
by Paul Jones. 

We have not advanced so far from 
those humble but glorious beginnings 
Its to totve lost the savor. The com- 
blnntlrm that went Into the making of 
the first flag answered all require- 
ments. History has neglected the own- 
er of the white shirt and the old over- 
coat. It has likewise courteously re- 
frained from mentioning the original 
possessor of the petticoat- It Is enough 
that all were Americans. > 

Rut the vicissitudes of history hnve 
not dimmed the luster of those first 
Stars and Stripes. Rather have they 
grown more glorious In the eyes of the 
people over whom they float. 

The observances of 1919, while com- 
memorating the glories of the past, 
must necessarily take account of the 
new epoch upon which we have en- 
tered. Rut there Is no change In the 
significance of the natlonnl emblem. As 
before. It stands for Justice, freedom 
and humanity. There will be no new 
teachings, but a fresh consecration of 
the old.

loss of thousands of lives from hun- 
ger and malnutrition. Rut the allied 
council Is ready fdr them on this point 
with statistics that prove the Infant 
mortality In German cities would have 
been kept at near normal If the dis- 
tribution of the country’s milk supply 
had been efficient, since the milk pro- 
duction never was below 4f» per cent 
of the pre-wnr figures. Mortality In 
hospitals, due to lack of rubber and 
cotton, nlso was cited by the Germans. 
To this the allies reply that the Im- 
ports of rubber and cotton were much 
In excess of hospital requirements, but 
the authorities chose to devote these 
supplies to military purposes, and for 
this choice the allies cahnot be held re- 
sponsible. 

These nre the outstanding points In 
the counter-proposals made by the 
Huns. They object, of course, to ln- 
nummernble other clauses In the 
treaty, especially the economic provi- 
sions, and offer many substitutions 
and modifications. It Is not likely that 
the council of four will require many 
days to digest the document and re- 
ply to It. Then tho Germans will be 
required to sign the trenty within a 
given time, presumably before June 
15. If, unexpectedly, they refuse to 
sign, they will he given 72 hours’ no- 
tice of the termination of the armistice 
and then the blockade will be restored 
with all its former rigidity and the 
allied armies of occupation will ad- 
vance farther Into German territory. 
No one pretends thnt the Germans 
could offer serious armed resistance to 
such n movement. An Indication of 
the unyielding spirit of the allies was 
given last week when American and 
British troops were landed at Danzig 
and their wurshtps began to gather 
there. 


tinned their advance on Petrogracf 
while declaring they meant to occupy 
that city only to relieve Its suffering 
Inhabitants, and If recent reports from 
there nre reliable the relief Is sadly 
needed, for the people are snld to be 
starving to death by the thousands. 
New units of the British volunteer 
army arrived at Archangel and the 
transports thnt took them were ex- 
pected to bring away the American 
troops thnt have been serving there, 
nnd whose return has been so loudly 
demanded. According to Maxim Gorky,

Germans Hand in Their Counter 
Proposals for Peace to 
Council of Four. 


Days of Sacrifice and Devotion Have 
Mrfde It Cause of Pride to 
Every American.

The flag means more to Americans 
in the year 1919 than It has ever meant 
In our lives. And why? Not, surely, 
because It is more familiar. Nor yet 
because It floats over hosts of soldiers 
nnd mighty fleets. There were soldiers 
and fleets before. Not, therefore, be- 
cause of its new part In the panoply 
of war. 

It menns more to us because we 
hnve put more Into It. Because, nfter 
yenrs of pence and plenty In which we 
thought of our flag chiefly as some- 
thing to protect and gunrd us, we hnve 
In time of war nnd grief and hardship 
learned to know our flag ns something 
for us to protect and guard nnd serve. 

A flag, In short. Is as great as Its 
people — nnd no greater. When they 
are grent and generous and coura- 
geous, It Is grent und beuutiful and 
holy. When they fult^r and haggle, 
their flng Is less than nothing to them, 
us to the world at large. 

Ours to love and cherish aad die for 
in the greatest of causes! Therefore 
a source of pride und of deep emotion 
to every American. That Is the lesson 
we are learning in these days of sacri- 
fice und devotion, when u flying bit of 
color becomes the most glorious and 
Joyous and sucred thing in the whole 
wide world. — New York Tribune. 


Make Many Other Demand* to Which 
Allies Will Not Yield— Adriatic Ques- 
tion Settled, Flume Becoming In- 
dependent City — Western Can- 
ada Strike Spreads. 


The Budapest communists claimed 
to hnve defented the forces of the 
“enemy” thnt were advancing on the 
city, nnd assort thnt one Rnumnnlnn 
regiment wns almost wiped out. Bela 
Kun, however. Is not satisfying Lenlne, 
who announces that Moscow, not 
Budapest. Is the revolutionary center 
of the world nnd Its orders must ha- 
obeyed, and that the Hungarian revo- 
lution is not proceeding well.

The Germans hnvtf handed In their 
counter-proposals — 108 printed pages 
of them — with the evident nnd pre- 
sumably Justified feeling that they 
won’t do Germany nny particular good. 
If the" replies of the allies to Brock- 
dorff-Runtznu’s preliminary notes fur- 
nish' nny basis for prediction. It Is safe 
to soy that this bunch of counter-pro- 
posals will In the main be turned down 
flat by the council of four. 

As wns easily foreseen, the Germans 
predicate their propositions largely on 
the fourteen points nnd on various 
Idealistic utterances of President Wil- 
son and others, nnd quotations from 
these nre used liberally. The Ideas 
of territorial self-determination nnd 
opportunities for economic develop- 
ment ure played upon strongly, and 
the peace terms prepared by the al- 
lies nre declared to bo In contradiction 
to a Just pence nnd dominated by the 
“might greater than right" principle. 


the 13 alternate red and white stripes, 
representing the United Colonies, In 
n blue canton, which was raised on 
Prospect hill, Cambridge, on the first 
day of January, 1770, has never been 
satisfactorily determined. It Is com- 
monly thought thnt the continental 
congress appointed George Washing- 
ton, George Ross and Robert Morris 
a committee, authorized to design a 
suitable flag for the nntlon nnd thnt 
they called upon Mrs. Ross, who was 
conducting an upholstery business on 
Arch street In Philadelphia. The con- 
firmation of this report is not to be 
found in the Journal of Congress. 

There seems to be little doubt that 
the American flug Is a growth rather 
than a creation. Few of the writers 
hove declared that both the sturs and 
the stripes were derived from the coat 
of arms of Washington’s family, which 
contains both devices, but beyond 
thnt coincident no- other evidence hus 
been produced to prove this. 

Made Official Emblem. 

On June 14, 1777, the American con- 
gress In session at Philadelphia adopt- 
ed the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the flng of the 13 
United Stntes be 13 stripes, alternate 
red and white, that the Union be 13 
stars, white in a blue field, represent- 
ing a new constellutlon.” 

The credit of making the first flag 
Is given to Betsy Ross. William J. 
Canby, a grandson of Mrs. Ross, de- 
clared that Betsy Ross was shown a 
rough drawing of the flag, which was 
explained by General Washington. She 
objected to the six-pointed stars, nnd 
suggested tliut they be five-pointed. 
General Washington' is supposed to 
have redrawn the sketch, changing 
the stars to five points. At first Wash- 
ington declared that five-pointed stars 
would be hard to make, but Mrs. Ross 
demonstrated that by one clip of her 
scissors she was able to make a per- 
fect five-point star. 

In 1912, the United States congress 
admitted Arizona and New Mexico into 
the Union and the stars then num- 
bered 48. The law did not provide 
how the stars were to be arranged, 
and for a long time a considerable di- 
versity existed in this respecL How- 
ever, on October 29 of that year, the 
proportion was definitely fixed and 
the manner in which the stars were 
to be placed was determined. Since 
that time the same rule has held good, 
that of six rows of eight stars each. 


Girl of 1919 May Easily 
Construct Her Own 
Starry Flag. 


In the United Stntes sonnte the bat- 
tle over the league of nations Is pro- 
ceeding merrily, and on Wednesday 
the Democratic nntionnl committee' 
took a hand. It unanimously adopt- 
ed resolutions demanding thnt thar 
league covenant be ratified by the sen- 
ate, which Is controlled by the Repub- 
licans, and then l*s members Indicated 
that the rejection of the covenant 
would not be unwelcome to them, be- 
cause It would force the political Is- 
sue. 

Reed of Missouri delivered In the 
senate a fierce denunciation of the- 
longue. In the course of which he said 
the covenant meiiTit the domination of 
the white races by the black, yellow 
nnd brown races, his appeal being 
chiefly to the southern nnd fnr west- 
ern senators. Senator Robinson of Ar- 
kansas, also a Democrat, replied to- 
Reed and challenged him to Join him 
In resigning ami seeking re-election 
ns a test of the sentiment of their 
states on the league question. 

Secretary Daniels, appearing be- 
fore the house committee on naval af- 
fairs, formally withdrew his recom- 
mendation for a second three-year 
program of bnttlesliip building which, 
as he formerly said, was designed to 
make the American navy the biggest In 
the world. Last winter he told the con- 
gressmen thnt even with a league of 
nations the United Stutes should hav» 
a navy as large as Great Britain’s. 
Now he says we must show our confi- 
dence In the efficacy of the league by 
ut least positioning uny plana for such, 
a nuvul increase. 


T HE American flng is one of 
the easiest In the world to 
make, since all of its parts 
are in straight lines. Any 
schoolgirl who is able to sew can 
make n flng for about one-half of what 
ft will cost her at a store, nnd still 
have a stronger and more durable one 
when she has it finished. There are 
two principal ways of proceeding In 
the making of nn American flug. The 
one used by most persons is to de- 
termine first the width of the stripes, 
so that if the flag Is to be made of 
silk, ribbon may be purchased of a 
standard width. From this the size 
of the flag may be determined. The 
second method is to decide either the 
width or the length of the Hug nnd 
then compute the umount of ujnterial 
from thq size decided upon. 

Let us assume thnt wo wish to 
niuke a flag from two-inch silk rib- 
bons, since two-inch ribbon is a stand- 
ard size und may be purchased at any 
dry goods store. Since the stripes 
will be two Inches wide, the width of 
the canton, or the blue Held, will be 
eeven times two Inches, or 14 inches, 
and its length will be the surne, since 
the cunton of the American flag is 
square. The canton is also one-third 
of the length of the flng. Then the 
flag will be three times 14 luehes, 
which equals 42 inches and the width 
being 13 times two Inches, or 26 inches. 
Thus, to use two-inch ribbon, one will 
have a flag three und a half feet long 
and a little more than two feet wide. 
Material Needed. 

The next thing Is to determine Just 
how much two-inch ribbon must be 
purchased, so that the stripes may be 
mude with little or no waste. There 
art* three full white strlpcB in the 
complete length of the flag, which 
equals 126 inches, und added to that 
will be the three short stripes, two- 
thirds the length of the flug, or 84 
inches, making a total of 210 inches, 
or about six yards. For the red stripes, 
it is necessary to add one extra short 
red stripe of 14 inches, which Is 
about half of a yard. Thus, for a 
flag mude with two-inch ribbon, it 
will be necessary for the maker to 
purchuse six yards of white und six 
and a half yards of red ribbon. The 
cunton will be seven Inches squure 
and the stars may be made from 
smaller widths of ribbon. There must 
t>e 48 stars arranged in six rows of 
eight stars each. By using a ruler, 
the exact position of the stars may 
be determined und they can be easily 
cut if a paper pattern is made be- 
forehand. 

By the second method, one deter- 
mines the length of flag — for example, 
make the flag 21 inches long. By ap- 
plying the same process of computa- 
tion backwards, the size of the can- 
ton will be seven Inches square uud 
the width of stri|>es one inch. The 
amount of material may be de- 
termined by the same calculations used 
Ju the first method.

The conservative papers denounced 
them ns too yielding and the rndlcnl 
press said they did not yield enough. 
None had much hope of their suc- 
cess. 

According to correspondents In Ger- 
ranny, the Germans Intend to sign the 
treaty, hut also intend to evade its 
terms In every way possible. This 
would mean thnt the allies would be 
compelled to keep under arms a large 
force of “collectors.” The German 
people, ns a whole, sny these corre- 
spondents, have adopted the position 
that they will pay for the war only 
what is forced out of them. They are 
more united In spirit than at any time 
before for several years, nnd cannot 
be brought to see that they are a de- 
feated. not a conquering people. In 
other words, say these observers. Ger- 
many hus not had enough whipping.

It was 
known, however, that Austrln would 
be required to pay about 2.500,000.000 
kroner. Indemnity, and that the pay- 
ment ‘of u like sum would he apportion- 
ed among Hungury, Czechoslovakia, 
Jugoslavia, Itouinanla, Poland and 
Italy. The countries that formerly 
formed parts of the Austro-Hunga- 
rian empire have agreed to shure In 
the payment of Indemnity, not as en- 
emies of the % allies, but In recognition 
of their liberation. They also will re- 
deem proportionately their sliure of 
the Austrian paper currency In circu- 
lation within their boundaries. Italy 
Is included because of her acquisition 
of the Trentlno, Trieste and other ter- 
ritory that was Austrian. 

It wus announced In Paris thnt the 
Adriutlc muddle had been cleared up 
at lust. Flume is to be an Independ- 
ent city and Italy Is to get Kehenlco 
and Zara, together with aoverlgnty 
over certain strategic Islands. 


The great general strike which han- 
ded up und almost isolated Winnipeg 
hns not yet been brought to nn end, 
und. despite the efforts of the govern- 
ment representatives, Is spreading to- 
other cities of western Canadu. The 
authorities declare the ngltutors nre 
trying to overthrow the dominion and 
provincial governments and to esta!>- 
llsh bolshevism.

Beat Way la to U6e Wire Basket and 
Dip Different Parts in Oil, Let- 
ting Dirt Sink. 

It Is often necessary to clean small 
parts of the car, uud wushing in kero- 
sene is the accepted method. The 
usual practice Is to throw such parts 
In a pull of kerosene uud let them lie 
In the muck which collects ut the bot- 
tom. ▲ better way is to get u wire 
basket, which will fit part wuy down 
in the vessel used to hold the kero- 
sene, place the parts lu this busket, 
dip them lu the oil uud allow the dirt 
to be looseued uud sluk to the bottom, 
while the parts come out perfectly 
clean and ready for use. 

NAIL MAKES TEMPORARY PIN 

Not Strong Enough for Permanent Re- 
pair, but Will Suffice in Caeca 
of Emergency. 

Breakage of a taper pin on a mag- 
netic driveshuft or similar important 
part frequently causes delay aud au- 
noyuuce to motorists, especially If It 
occurs on the road, wheu another taper 
piu of the right s'te usually Is un- 
available. If this Is the case a tempo- 
rary pin may he quickly filed from a 
nail or similar plcve of stock, which, 
while not strong enough for permanent 
repair, will sufbc^ for the time It takes 
to secure a new pin. 


STOP POUNDING OF ENGINES 

Trouble May Bq Due to Several 
Causes, Among Others Imperfect 
Electrical Connection. 

If a pound In the engine la regular 
and continuous, it is likely to be from 
lost motion In the beurlngs. If It Is 
Irregular aud occasional. It Is more 
likely to be due to prelgnltlon caused 
by incandescent carbon or from Imper- 
fect electrical connections. If the 
pouudlng Is accompanied by occasion- 
al missing, especially If the missing Is 
more frequent when the car Is running 
than when the engine Is Idling, It Is 
more apt to he due to Imperfect elec- 
trical connections. 

SELF-LUBRICATING BUSHING 

Comparatively Eaay by Drilling Holes 
and Packing With Graphite 
Every Six Months. 

It is comparatively easy to make a 
self-lubricating bushing for the spring 
holt by drilling, say eight holes, each 
3-18 of an inch in diameter through a 
new bronze hushing. These holes are 
packed with graphite, when the bush- 
ing is In place. By removing the 
spring bok every six mouths and re- 
packing the hushing with graphite, a 
nearly self-sufficing bushing, as far as 
lubrication goes, will result. 

IN FITTING NEW CARBURETOR 



Important to See There Is No Loose- 
ness to Cause Vibration — Broken 
Flange Results. 

In fitting a new carburetor be sure 
that there Is no l4X>seues» to cause 
vibration, because If there la a brokeu 
flange will be the Inevitable result. If 
vibration ts present a small Iron 
bracket should be installed from a nut 
on the engine frame to the instrument 
te steady U, also taking the strain off 
the intake pipe.

There is n longing for a home deep- 
ly rooted In the mind of every man, 
■tenon and child. Ofttlmes the indl- 
vWunl docs not realise that he lias this 
lawglug. But It is there and is brought 
to the surface In many ways. It may 
he tl»e desire for n garden ; for n. 
breathing space all ills own, or It inny 
be the realisation thnt the children 
sa-ed a place to play. 

Jtot what appeals to the thrifty dti- 
aen Is the fact that It is economical 
fa own a home. Money does not come 


Is at the rear corner. How well .Tie

If you want to give your dally 
tncal.s more vnrloty than has been 
possible during the winter, you will 
lie Interested in reading of the changes 
one woman, who lived In a town with 
a fairly good market, made in order 
thnt she_ might use more of the spring 
foods nnd less of the heavy foods. 

For breakfast, instead of pan- 
cakes, sausages, bacon, fried potatoes, 
and liot breads, to which her family 
laid been accustomed, she gave them 
fruits, rhubarb sauce, linked apples, 
stewed prunes, grapefruit, oranges, 
iiannnas, mnny kinds of cereal with 
cream, toast, und eggs prepared in 
various ways, not including frying. 
Green Foods Forward. 

For dinners, such vegetables ns dan- 
delion greens, spinach, beet greens, 
kale, onions, cnbbuge or lettuce were 
always prominent. Bulky foods like 
cereals nnd fruits took the place of 
rich pastries and cakes. Meat was 
served in smaller quantities than be- 
fore, and once in a while was omitted. 
For suppers, soups and salads be- 
came partially sweetened with figs 
and raisins, nnd sponge cake served 
with fruit gelatin dishes nnd puddings, 
were the favorite desserts. 

The Office of Home Economics, U. 
S. department of agriculture, also be- 
lieves in menus which introduce fresh 
vegetables nnd fruits, nnd has tried 
out the recipes given below, finding 
them satisfactory. These menus and 
the recipes for the less common 
dishes were given merely as sugges- 
tions for those who care to use tlielr 
originality as this woman did in the 
preparation of spring menus. The 
housekeeper who lives on a farm or In 
a small town can follow the same plan 
to even better advantage, ns she can 
usually gnther many sorts of wild 
greens nnd often her own rhubarb, 
kale, cabbage, und spring onions.

The amount of meat canned in 
home kitchens bus Increased year hy 
year since the process was first found 
to he practicable. Slowly hut surely 
women are realizing that It Is better to 
distribute the eating of fresh ment 
over many months hy cnnnlng part 
when It Is plentiful than to overeat for 
n few weeks and then go meatless un- 
til the next season. 

Heat and labor on hot. busy summer 
days are saved hy winter cunning of 
meat, nnd a supply of canned fish and 
meat Is very handy in emergencies 
which arise even In the best-regulated 
households. 

A woman In White connty, Indiana, 
did not think It practical for country 
women to can meat, hut she did “put 
up" u few enns of chicken because 
everyone In her club was doing It. 
The home demonstration agent super- 
vised by the United Stutes department 
of agriculture and the state col- 
lege at Purdue, had given u meat-can- 
ning demonstration In the county, und 
when the women learned thut meat 
could be canned, nearly ull tried It. 
Several mouths after cunning the meat 
the skepticul one was hanging the 
week’s washing on the line, when a 
uiuchlne load of city guests drove in 
the yard. (Hud as the hostess wus to 
see them, her first thought wus of the 
pick-up dinner she had plunned giving 
her family thut duy. She wus noted us 
u good cook, und It was hard to see 
her renown In thut line suffer even u 
temporary eclipse. Then came re- 
membrance of the canned meut. In a 
short time a delicious chicken dinner 
wus on the table aud her reputation us 
a cook was suved.

Sewing Machine Hints. 

When your sewing machine belt he- 
roines loose, do not stop to take It off 
In oriler to tighten it. Just drop a lit- 
tle machine oil upon it and you will 
find the holt tight after a few turns 
of the wheel. One sometimes has trou- 
ble because the needle euts heavy 
cotton or linen goods when stllohlng. 
If the seam to he stitched Is rubbed 
with hard white soap you will have no 
more difficulty. 

A Tonic for 8ewing Machines. 

After some years' usage every sew- 
ing machine Is likely to clog up with 
fine dust which the machine oil col- 
lects on the hearings. As soon as the 
machine begins to work heavily, take 
out the shuttle and then give each 
movable part a generous bnth of gas- 
oline. Work the foot lever briskly, so 
that the gasoline may penetrate every 
part. The old oil and caked dust will 
loosen and fall off in quantities that 
will amaze you. Then open the win- 
dows of the sewing room and let the 
fumes of the gasoline esenpe. Of 
course, during this cleaning process, 
the machinist will take good care that 
there Is no lighted gas, lamp or fire 
In the room. It Is a good plan then 
to let the machine stand without the 
usual lubricating oil until you are 
ready to use It again. A piece of 
chamois should always be kept on 
hand to wipe off the superfluous oil 
before beginning to stitch. 

Economy in Machine Needles. 

Keep a piece of white sonp In the 
machine drawer, and when stitching 


nnythlng with much dressing In the 
goods, rub the seams with the soap 
and you will find you can stitch with 
ease and with no danger of breaking 
the needle. 

Alwnys keep on hnnd In the machine 
drawer n small whetstone, and If your 
needle becomes dull sharpen It on the 
whetstone. You can mnke It as good 
ns new. 

An Excellent Spool Rack. 

To keep mnehlne drawers in perfect 
order saw a thin board to flt the hot- 
tern of the drawer, mnrk It with rings, 
using a spool, and put a peg or nail 
In the center of each ring. Now each 
spool Is In Its own place on a nail ntul 
the thread does not become tangled. 

With a short hntpin one can guide 
and place the work. Keep the hntpin 
In the sewing mnehlne drawer. 

Tea for Tinting. 

Ten Is better than coffee for tint- 
ing the various shades of cream lace, 
because there is less chance of streak- 
ing. Use a strong solution of black 
tea, nnd ndd this to the rinsing wa- 
ter, dipping It once or twice. This 
gives n better color than using ten 
strong enough to give It the right color 
the first time it Is dipped. After lace 
has been wnshed nnd tinted It should 
he brought back to Its orlglnnl shape 
by pinning on a clean Ironing board, 
or several folds of a towel. Keep in 
mind the shape of the lace ns you pin, 
nnd pin It so that nil the scallops are 
the same size. These pins should be 
put In very close and the work re- 
quires a great deul of putlence.

If you have a fountain pen that 
leaks around the joints, especially so 
If It Is one of those types of foun- 
tain pens having a point which dis- 
appears by turning n section of the 
barrel, try an application of heavy 
oil. To remedy the defect, soak the 
pen In warm water, not hot, and al- 
low It to dry, particularly Inside. 
Then apply oil on the spindle which 
revolves. The oil should he worked 
through the bearings from end to end. 
You can now refill the pen and wipe 
off the excess oil. A heavy cylinder 
oil Is best for this purpose. To un- 
screw the parts of a fountain pen 
which have become set, merely heat 
the pen with hot water or by holding 
It near a flame, hut be careful not 
to get too hot for there Is danger of 
melting. While pen Is heated a slight 
twist will often loosen the set. —

agreement on 
would be reached within a few days 
and a unanimous reply made to the 
Germans. That some alterations, not 
fundamental 


would be made In the 
treaty was predicted, since It only re- 
mained to gain the consent of Cle- 
meneeau to changes favored by the 
.British and presumably by the Amer- 
icans^ These Included the readjust- 
ing of the Silesia clauses so that 
the population may obtain self-deter- 
mination, probably through a plebi- 
scite; reduction of the period of occu- 
pation along the Rhine from fifteen to 
ten years; and the addition of some 
plan by which the Germans shall have 
the use of a certain amount of mer- 
chant shipping with which to resume 
trade and help pay the reparations. 

The endeavor among the allied dele- 
gates was to assure the world that 
such changes ns might be made in the 
terms were contemplated not In the 
way of leniency to Germnny, hut to 
make the conditions “workable" and 
bring about a speedy peace and re- 
snraption of normal business every- 
where. Clemencenu and the rest of 
the French were snld to be strongly 
opposed to any changes. Lloyd George 
was reported ns favoring concessions. 
President Wilson, after first standing 
aloof, taking the position that the 
British nnd French should come to nn 
agreement among themselves, under- 
took to reconcile them, and as some of 
the alterations hnd been favored by 
American delegates his task was main- 
ly to persuude the French. Orlando’s 
attitude was not made clear. He was 
more Interested, anyhow, In the settle- 
ment of the Adriatic question. 

In view of his pre-election pledges, 
the position taken by Premier Lloyd 
George is surprising until one consid- 
ers the fact that he Is the head of n 
very shaky and unwieldy coalition 
ministry, which even now Is threaten- 
ing to go to pieces. The liberal and 
labor elements In England have been 
urging greater leniency toward the 
Germans in order that the treuty may 
he signed and calmness be restored to 
the Industrial world, and it Is fair to 
suppose that the premier has been 
trying to placate those elements. Ve- 
hement denials by the British press 
and attacks by British correspondents 
on American correspondents who have 
made public the state of uffulrs will be 
taken for what they are worth.

The Ber- 
lin government, of course, refused to 
recognize the new state and ordered 
the prosecution of Dorten for high 
treason. Then the Germans claimed 
to have discovered that the scheme 
was fostered and aided by the French 
and that Murshal Foch nnd Premier 
Clemenceau had told the Rhinelanders 
that “the German government would 
never again have anything to do with 
the left bank of the Rhine, and hence 
the propagandists could not be pun- 
ished.” The Berlin press said the 
French had a propaganda fund of $2,- 
000,000 and were using It to bribe the 
people of Rhineland nnd the Palatinate 
to favor the Independent republic. It Is 
true thut the French look with favor 
on the new state and apparently they 
will, so fur as possible, protect It from 
the Ebert government. General Man- 
gin, commanding the French army of 
occupation at Mayence, has forbidden 
strikes and other disturbances directed 
against the Rhenish republic. The 
German government fonnully protest- 
ed to the armistice commission aguinst 
the course pursued by the French. The 
British and Americans In the occupied 
territory. It was suld, were taking no 
part In the affulr and would take none. 


Another “leak" sensation enlivened 
the proceedings of the United States 
senate Inst week when Senators Lodge 
and Borah declared that to their cer- 
tain knowledge copies of the peaco 
treuty, denied to the senate, hnd been. 
In the hands of New York financiers 
for some days. Their statement was 
not doubted and Senator Hitchcock, 
after conferences at the White House 
and the stale department, asserted 
that the copies in question hud been, 
stolen. He introduced a resolution 
calling for an Investigation by the 
committee on foreign relations.

The house already had adopted 
the resolution and as the women of 28 
states now exercise presidential suf- 
frage there is little doubt that the 
amendment will be ratified by a suffi- 
cient number of states.

The springing of another big bomb 
plot by terrorists early In the week 
bus aroused the natioual government 
to the necessity of rounding up and 
disposing of the anarchists who are 
running amuck In this country. Wil- 
Uam J. Flynn, new chief of the bureau 
of Investigation of the department of 
justice, hus been given a free hand, 
with orders to end anarchy In the Uni- 
ted Htates, und his record warrants the 
prediction thut he will go far toward 
doing that very thing, 'nils time the 
“Reds” sought to kill Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer and other law-enforcement 
officials In eight cities of the East. 
Cordite bombs were exploded at their 
residences, but they all escaped death. 
One of the conspirators was blown to 
pieces by his own bomb In Washing- 
ton and a watchman was killed In New 
York. The attorney general suys extra 
legislation Is not ueeded to tuke care 
of these bomb throwers and be wishes 
the authorities to treat them like other 
criminals and not to give the radicals 
the chance to say the government Is 
persecuting them. 


The reply of the Austrians to the 
terms of the peace treaty handed to 
them was a dignified, rather pathetic 
and almost hopeless plea by Chancellor 
Ivurl Renner for conditions that would 
permit the Germun-Austrlan republic 
to live und to organize for the exist- 
ence of an Independent commonwealth. 
He outlined the history of Its estab- 
lishment and argued that It has no re- 
lation with the former empire of the 
Hupsburgs. Ills country, he urged, 
should be treated as considerately as 
the other nations that have sprung 
from the Danube monarchy. Like the 
Germans, he mude frequent reference 
to the fourteen points, and so did the 
Vienna papers when the terms were 
given to the public. The press de- 
clared the terms were cruelly harsh, 
und much anger wus shown aguinst 
the Italians, Czechs and Jugo-Slavs. 
The people generally were bitterly dis- 
appointed to find that they were not 
being treated much better than the 
Germans, and a big meeting of protest 
was held. The public view was ex- 
pressed by Doctor Treicbl, a banker, 
w ho said : “The only thing for the Aus- 
trian people Is to say: ‘We might as 
well Join with Germany, as we are 
companions In mlsfortuue. We have 
nothiug to lose by doing ao.’ “ 

The grand council of German Aus- 
tria adopted the report of Dr. Otto 
Bauer, which was to the effect that 
the peace terms meant the death sea 
twice of the Austrian republic.

UNCLE SAM TRAINED 75,000 DRIVERS 

FOR DIFFICULT TASKS DURING THE WAR 
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United States Motor Transports Used in Carrying Supplies to Front In 

France. 


When Dncle Sam’s armies finished 
the war the motor transport corps 
comprised a force of roughly 150,000 
trained drivers of motortrucks, curs 
and motorcycles. 

Of this great force, only about half 
were trulued drivers when they en- 
listed for the service, so It was neces- 
sury iu order to huve this force of 
nieu to truln 75,000 men to drive auto- 
motive vehicles. 

The ammunition trains, supply 
trains, sanitary trains aud casual mo- 
torized units which first went over- 
seas were composed of trulned driv- 
ers, as a rule. Those who eume ufter 
were the men who did not know ears, 
engines, or any of the problems of 
driving, particularly such problems as 
driving over rouds under shell fire or 
with the great congestion of the roads 
to the fighting zone in France. The 
men who came in the second great 
rush of men for the urmy hud there- 
fore to be trained from the very be- 
ginning to know the machine, and 
then to know the problems of driving 
iu formation on military roads. 

Big Problems Presented. 

The two big phases were the teach- 
ing of the mechanism of the truck 
engine — I say truck because this was 
by far the more vital part of the 
truiuiug of driviug iu military forma- 
tions of huge fleets of trucks. 

Now that the war is over the prob- 
lem of teaching the mechauism of the 
muchlne is by far the more important 
to the commercial truck operator. As 
to the military formation required In 
the army, this can be disposed of 
quickly. 

On the Mexican border, and with 
the Pershing expedition into Mexico, 
the problem of muss operations with 
trucks was of minor Importance. Tbe 
drivers went forward with some sem- 
blance of military formation, with 
certain distances between trucks, and 


with some attempt at military cohe- 
sion. The truck work, however, was 
more or less of a problem of every 
man to drive his own machine. 

New System Developed. 

When the American army reached 
France, with tho greatly restricted 
area of operation, the shorter dis- 
tances for ordiuury hauls, aud the in- 
tense congestion of the rouds, it was 
necessary to develop a military pre- 
cision in handling of trucks, before 
that unheurd of. The French lruu» 
port was first to develop this pre- 
cision, and its vital need was shown 
in the British offensive on the Aisue 
iu 1917, when the enormous number 
of over 5,300 trucks moved un entire 
British corps iu mllitury formutiou 
Into the fighting Hue. Such u column 
meunt nearly 100 miles of length for 
tlie truln. Aud to have tills body of | 
trucks operating properly the strict- 
est discipline was required. 

This truck discipline was first sys- 
tematized on the French lines liy work 
aud experiments at Camp Johnson, 
Fla., ueur Jacksonville, the mother 
school of the motor transport corps, 
uud was soon developed into book 
form aud standardized for tbe urmy. 

Thorough Training Given. 

To the commercial truck operator, 
however, the work doue to traiu the 
drivers iu the handling of their vehi- 
cles was far more important. Every 
man who went luto the corps was 
given a thorough training in the opera- 
tion of the motor vehicles, and while 
the Camp Johnston school wus work- 
lug out truck discipline enormous re- 
pulr aud shop units were in full op- 
eraliou in other parts of the country. 
Such, for instance at Camp iiolabtrd, 
near Baltimore, and at Atlanta, while 
over In the West there were such 
units as at San Antonio. These were 
mechanical organizations for repair 
work uud for shop training.

Whereas, a dangerously injurious 
insect, the European corn, borer 
(Pyrausta nubilalis Hubner) , has 
been found in the following , cities 
and towns in Massachusetts, in 
addition to the cities and towns 
specified in orders of <juuranf.jpe 
in effect May 1, 1919 and Jqne 2, 
1919, namely: , ,, % 

Braintree, Cohasset, Hull. Milton, 
Quincy Randolph, Weymouth, Rock- 
land and Scituute. 

And whereas, this insect is likely 
ta spread lo other portions of this 
state and other stutes, now there 
foro I. U. Harold Allen, State Nur- 
sery Inspector, witli the upprovul 
of tlie Commissioner of Agriculture, 
by authority of and under tin* pro- 
visions of Chapter 95 of the General 
Acts of 1919. and after a duly ad- 
vertised public hearing In-Id lt t 136 
State House Boston, on June 6. 1919 
prohibit the movement from uny 
points within the above mentioned 
cities and towns to any points out- 
side of tlie same, of any corn fod- 
der or corn stalks whether used 
foi packing or ''otherwise, or any 
green sweet corn or rousting ears, 
corn on the cob or corn cobs. This 
order shall not extend to shipment 
of corn through the quarantined 
area on a through bill of lading. 

This order shall take effect on 
June 9, 1919, and remain in full 
force and effect until further uotice.

Cherry Pudding. — Mix together the 
following Ingredients: one nnd one- 
third cupfuls of sugar, two tahlospoon- 
fuls of butter, one cupful of milk, two 
cupfuls of Hour sifted with two tca- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, the yolk 
of nn egg nnd the white benton stiff 
nnd folded In.

The above shows a cut of the 
much talked of new Liberty Calen- 
dar. The mere suggestion that this 
plan of measuring time should take 
the -place of our present calendar 
is enough to make any real "nice, 
old fashioned conservative person 
gasp for breath. To such a person 
it would seem preposterous that 
anyone should have the nerve aud 
effrontery to propose such a rad- 
ical change in our time honored 
and much revered, tho atrociously 
constructed old time calendar. 

It would be had enough if some- 
one were to simply offer a slight 
amendment to the calendar, — such 
for instance as Ceaser Augustus 
asked for when he got peeved be- 
because his month of August con- 
tained only thirty days, while July, 
named for Julius Ceasar, contained 
thirty-one. This august personage 
is his tpetty Jealousy, asked the 
Roman Senate to add an extra day 
to ins month, and straightway it 
was done. They did it simply rob- 
bing poor little February of one of 
its 29 days, So that through all the 
ages, since, this little, sawed-off 
month lias had to get along with 
only 28, barring each fourth year. 
However it was a common thing 
in those days to change the calen- 
dar semi-occasionly. 

But to get back to this Liberty 
Calendar scheme which the Gazette- 
Transcript believes has merit, and 
is pleased to present. It is not 
simply a slight change which is 
pioposed by the men who are ad- 
vocating this new plan, but they 
wunt to do away with all of the 
420 little squares — 35 to the month — 
which are now used to make up 
our yearly calendar, and .place in 
their stead an insignificant little 
bunch of only 28 squares. Not 
content with tins, these people pre- 
tend ot say that this little Liberty 
Calendar of only 28 squares will 
not have to be printed new every 
year, but that a person might simply 
cut out the above very simple form, 
paste it on a card, and use it all 
the rest of his natural life. 

Indeed, these men claim that 
after a few months’ experience 
under this Liberty Calendar, every- 
one would have it memorized, and 
thereafter all printed calendars of 
every sort might he thrown into 
the waste basket for good and all. 
Incidentally, this would mean a 
saving of $15,000,000 a year now 
spent for printed calendars. 

The people referred to are the 
fifty Minneapolis business und pro- 
fessional men who a few months 
since organized the American Equal 
Month Calendar Association und are 
now "seeding down” the whole 
country with their pet calendar 
idea. Strange to say, the organizers 
of this association do not belong 
to the ancient and accepted order 
ot cranks, hut they are hard-headed, 
practical business men. In fact, 
among them are hankers, lawyers, 
merchants and manufacturers, while 
four of the six officers of the as- 
sociation are officers of hanks or 
other leading corporations. The 
ten directors are all business or 
professional men of high standing 
in the community. 

Of course, we may be sure that 
such men would not have started 
out on a propaganda like this with- 
out looking before they leaped, aud 
it is stated that for two whole 
years before the matter was made 
public, the president of the asso- 
ciation was corresponding with sci- 
entists, educators and other people 
of the "doubting Thomas” class, 
with a view of getting their expert 
opinions and learning whether the 
proposed Liberty Calendar .would 
really stand the test. They also 
wished to learn whether their plan 
could he improved. 

The officers state that the result 
of this investigation fully confirmed 
their opinion, and that they are 


certain they have adopted the very 
best plan of improving the calendar 
that can possibly he devised. It 
must be admitted that the plan is 
so simple as to be almost startling. 
Also that the adoption of this form 
would save an immense amount 
of time and effort in making ar- 
rangements for future dates and 
thousand other ways. 

In framing the calendar, only 
three slight changes were made in 
the present form. First, New Years 
Day was made an independent legal 
holiday. It is placed between the 
last day of December and the first 
day of January, hut It is not in- 
cluded in .any week or month. Then, 
the remaining days are divided into 
364 days aredivided into 13 months 
of exactly four weeks each, every 
month commencing with Monday. 

| Tliis is certainly simplicity itself. 

Of course, the extra day in Leap 
Year also has to he provided for, 
but the same unique plan was again 
followed, and another independent 
day called “Correction Day” is placed 
jnt the end of each fourth year be- 
tween the last day of December 
and New Years Day of the following 
year. This will make two holidays 
come together once in four years, 
but that will exactly suit business 
1 men who have their yearly inven- 
: tnries to make, and it will also 
furnish a wonderfully convenient 
, time, in connection with nearby 
Christmas, for young people to get 
married and start out together on 
j the coming year. 

These two independent days are 
to be known by their names and 
not by number dates. For instance, 
"New Year Day 1923,” or "Correc- 
tion Day 1924.” Thus every calendar 
year for all time to come is pro- 
vided with just thirteen months of 
: exactly four weeks each. In order 
to retain all the fundamentals of 
the present calendar, "Correction 
Day” is omitted from the last year 
of all centuries not evfenly divisible 
by 400. This is ‘ necessary because 
our calendar year is out of joint 
with the true Solar year to the 
extent of 34 seconds per annum. 
Some people suppose our present 
months are governed by the moon, 
hut this is a mistake, as the use 
of Lumar months was discontinued 
ages ago. 

The new month of Liberty is 
placed next after January and Feb- 
ruary in the new Torm simply be- 
cause of sfmiliarity of sound. It is 
explained that the new calendar 
was constructed not so much with 
an idea of lurnishing a convenience 
for the next few years, hut it was 
constructed with a view to furnish- 
ing a well thought out and scien- 
tific plan which should be used and 
appreciated through all the ages 
come. And because of this fact 
people must not complain about a 
little inconvenience in observing 
birthdays or about other matters 
of trivial sort. Speaking of birth- 
days— most people do not know 
that George Washington was not 
hern on February 22, but on Febru- 
ary 11th. He was born before our 
present calendar was adopted by 
Great Britain and the American 
colonies. 

The summer season under the 
new form is given four months, 
but each of the other seasons Is 
given three months as heretofore. 
It is claimed that this arrangement 
will be more true to nature than 
our present division. 

The plan also provides that Good 
Friday aud Easier Sunday shall 
always be observed on certain fixed 
dates. This was contemplated when 
our present calendar was adopted. 

The officers of the association 
ar e informed that the French Acad- 
emy of Sciences favors their plan 
and will advocate its adoption by 
all the nations which shall join the 
new international league. A bill

.(Continued from page 9) 
for the adoption of the Liberty 
Calendar has already been Intro- 
duced in our Congress, another bill 
will be introduced in both the House 
and the Senate at the ertra session. 

The bill provides that the change 
to the new form shall take effect 
on the first day of the year 1922. 
This will make the transition very 
easy, as that day will be Sunday 
as well as New Year Day, and 
the next day will be Monday, Jan- 
uary 1st. Thereafter, at the end 
of each four weeks, a new month 
will begin, and this will he the 
regular order to the end of time. 
All the months will be exactly 
alike, and tills will .continue for 
all the ages to come*. 

It is claimed by the advocates 
of this new plan that any thought- 
ful person must admit that the 
calendar wo are now using is cum- 
bersome and inconvienicnt in the 
extreme. It is pointed out that be- 
cause of the absolute want of reg- 
ularity, and also because of the 
several different lengths of the 
months, the mind of the whole 
public is constantly kept in a be- 
fuddled state, and that no one ever 
knows even ten days in advance, 
on what day of the week the next 
month will begin. Doubtless there 
are several million small boys who 
would like to be told right now 
on what day. of the week next 
Fourth of July will come, but no- 
body knows. A certain doctor is 
quoted as calling our present form 
a “ferocious mess,” and the officers 
of the association say lie is not 
far from right. 

It is shown that under this simple 
Liberty Calendar one will be able 
to tell on what day of the week 
any future date will fall, even 
though that date shall be a thous- 
and years hence. Also that under 
the new form there would be no 
more five Sundays to the month to 
upset all our calculations. Every 
holiday and every anniversary will 
olways fail on its particular day of 
the week. It will be on the same day 
of the week in every year. Strange 
to say, the Fourth of July, Victory 
Day (Nov. 11) Thanksgiving Day 
and Christmas, will all come on 
Thursday every year, after this 
change is made.

the A. E. F. "carries on 
creased resources and effectiveness. 

The other day the A. E. F. took 
.dock of the agencies from the home- 
land that are serving the doughboy. 
The stock-taking was preliminary to 
ju newly Instituted General Head- 
quarters program for co-ordinating 
the work of these agencies to tin 
best advantage of the men. And tha 
results are illuminating. 

With approximately 1,600,000 dough- 
boys still in France and occupie i 
Germany, there is now ono Ameri 
can war worker over here for every 
150 men and one hut operated by an 
American war work organization for 
every 900 men. 

The totals as given in the resume 
for all tho war agencies, exclusive of 
the American Red Cross, are 9,018 
men and women workers and 1,660 
huts. Of tho total number of work- 
ers, 8,350 are representatives of Ur- 
Young Men’s Christian Association, 
leaving the overseas war work 
strength of all other organizations at 
1.208. Of the total number of hula, 
1507 are operated by the Y. M. C. A. 
and the remainder, 140, by all other 
war work agencies. 

Incidentally the Btock taking 
showed that everyone of the Ameri- 
can agencies bag increased its per- 
sonnel in the five months since the 
signing of the armistice — the Y. M. 
C. A., for instance, having added 726 
workers to its strength. This in- 
crease is attributed to the recognition, 
both by the military authorities and 
by the execuUves of the various 
agencies, of an increased need for 
war work among the men, now that 
the concentration upon the objective 
of victory has been eliminated and 
eagerness to get back home is inten- 
sified, with weeks and even months of 
waiting ahead. 

With these resources at hand the 
General Staff of the A. E. F. has un- 
dertaken to supervise and regulate 
the service given to soldiers by 
the auxiliary organizations. General 
welfare o (Beers are to be appointed, 
one to each combat division, each 
similar unit of the Service of Sup- 
plies and each higher headquarters. 
Their duties will be to supervise ath- 
letic and amusement programs; de- 
termine the propy disposition ol 
huts, restaurants and entertainment 
halls; recommend readjustments 
where recreational facilities are in 
adequate or where there is duplica- 
tion of effort, and to notify war work 
agencies of the locations of all units. 
They will decide whether there arc- 
too many or two few war workers in 
their territories and, where neces- 
sary, will obtain details of non-com- 
missioned officers and men to aid the 
war workers. 

The welfare officers will have juris- 
diction over free distribution of food 
and supplies by the various war work 
organizations. Indiscriminate giving 
away will be discouraged, and free 
distribution will only be countenanced 
when ordinary comforts and facilities 
for the men are not available, espe- 
cially for sick and wounded and for 
troopB in transit or otherwise sepa- 
rated from the usual sources of sup- 
ply. 

The Y. M. C. A., which is operating 
1,600 huts in France, is said to have 
expended half the amount which will 
he available to it for use in France. 
It has operated the canteen service at 
a loss. With the army taking over 
the canteen service, however, the ex- 
penses of the Y. M. C. A. will be re- 
duced. 

Some idea of the expenditure made 
for war work in the period which 
passed with the institution of the pro- 
gram of co-ordination is shown in the 
: record of the Y. M. C. A. This or- 
ganization had invested $4,500,000 is 
overseas huts and their equipment up 
to the first of the year, witli an aver- 
age maintenance cost of more than 
$iU,000 a month.

Successful Inventor Studies Over and 
Improves Upon the Ideas Evolved 
by Others. 

The editor of the Scientific Anterl- 
enn recently Interviewed an Inventor 
who for some years past 1ms produced 
an average of one new device a week. 
The man’s ideas are not limited to any 
one field, for ills Inventions Include 
a propeller of new design, a dustless 
asli sifter, a novel game, and hun- 
dreds of other different devices. His 
theory is that inventions are general- 
ly due either to accident or to enre- 
fui study. Many of the leading In- 
ventions can by traced to a chnnce 
remark, an accident or a peculiar inci- 
dent; indeed, there is a wealth of ro- 
mance in the history of inventions. 
But the greatest mental stimulus of 
all is refusing to admit that tiie given 
tiling Is perfect. No matter how good 
it is; no mntter how apparent Its per- 
fection seems, or how long It may 
hnve existed In its present shape — it 
enn and it must be Improved. That 
makes for progress. The Seientlfle 
American tells of another inventor 
who refused to consider the violin ns 
a perfected Instrument, despite the 
fact that it has not changed Its form 
In the last 300 years or more. Not 
long ago he brought out a new type 
of violin that met with instant suc- 
cess. Another man believed thnt shoes 
are far from perfect. Why should 
they not he ventilated? Physicians 
say that lack of air accounts for most 
foot troubles. Why not let the feet 
breathe? The man went to work nnd 
finally perfected a simple shoe venti- 
lator. The true Inventor takes noth- 
ing for granted. Perfection, to ills 
way of thinking, is only a compara- 
tive term. His Job is to make “per- 
fect” tilings still, more perfect. — 
Youth’s Companion. 

Origin of Buttons. 

The Elizabethan ern gave vogue to 
the button and buttonhole, two Inven- 
tions which may he regarded ns im- 
portant, since they did much to revo- 
lutionize dress. The original button 
was wholly a product of needlework, 
which was soon Improved by use of u 
wooden mold. The brass button is 
said to have been introduced by a Bir- 
mingham merchant in 1080. It took 
200 years to Improve on the method of 
sewing the cloth upon the covered 
button. Then an Ingenious Dane lilt 
upon tiie Idea of making the button in 
two parts and clamping them together 
with the cloth between. 

The most important branch of the 
button Industry In the United States 
Is tiie uiuking of peurl buttons, the 
mnterlnl for which is obtained from 
shells gathered along the Mississippi 
river. Tiie Industry has grown up 
within the Inst twenty years.

Nearly every hu- 
man being is born into the world u 
success, uud lie continues to be u suc- 
cess until he, knowingly or unknow- 
ingly, opposes tiie general luws of the 
world. Such evasions us “luck of 
time,” , "no money," "no opportunity/’ 
are shameful, they are unnuturul, they 
are uutrue. and they Increase the popu- 
lation In the community of failures. — 
Exchange.

Peace Treaty, Getting Best 
of Mr. Wilson. 

OBTAINS COPY OF THE.PACT 


Knox Starts Fight to Divorce It From 

League of Nations Covenant — 

Huns Given Five Days to Sign 
—Austria Going Bolshevik. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The United States seuute had a gala 
week. It “put one over” on President 
Wilson by obtaining a copy of the 
peace treaty for which It had vainly 
asked the chief executive; It Investi- 
gated a so-called leak of the treaty, 
to the avowed satisfaction of the dif- 
ferent factions; and it sturted pro- 
ceedings designed to force the separa- 
tion of the league of nations covenant 
from the peace pact. So a lovely time 
was had by all. 

When a correspondent of a Chicago 
paper handed his copy of the treaty, 
which he had just brought from Eu- 
rope, to the foreign relations commit- 
tee, Senator Borah promptly present- 
ed it to the senate with the statement 
that copies were in general circula- 
tion in European countries and the 
request that it be printed In the Con- 
gressional Record as a senate docu- 
ment Unanimous consent being re- 
fused, the printing was ordered by a 
yote of 47 to 24. There ensue,! a live- 
ly debate in which Senator Hitchcock, 
minority leader, accused the majority 
of playlbg Germany’s game by making 
the treaty public, since up to then 
the German government was the only 
one that had taken such action nnd 
that it did it for the purpose of get- 
ting better terras. Norris, Smith, 
Brnndegee, Ashurst, Poindexter and 
others mnde indignant rejoinder. It 
was a pretty scrap while It lasted, 
but the administration supporters 
were beaten to a standstill and the 
government printers were put to work 
on the Job. By the next morning 
every congressman was In possession 
of a copy of the trenty ns It stood 
when it was handed to the Germans. 

The satisfaction of the majority 
may have been lessened by the ad- 
mitted fact that they learned little 
from the full copy which the official 
summary had not already told them. 
In view of this, nnd of the undented 
fact that copies of the treaty have 
been plentiful In Europe for some 
weeks, It is hard to see in what way 
the possession of the document by 
congress will hamper the work of the 
pence conference or why President 
Wilson was so insistent on keeping 
it from America. The London press, 
commenting on the alTnir, lamented 
that parliament also hud not insisted 
on having the full text of the treuty. 

The foreign relations committee’s 
investigation of the alleged “leuk” of 
the treuty text Into the bunds of tinnn- 
clers of New York was Interesting 
but brief. Ellhu Root appeared vol- 
untarily and said he showed to Sena- 
tor Lodge the copy the lutter hud ex- 
amined. It was given him by Henry 
P. Davison of Morgan & Co. Air. 
Davison testified that it was given to 
him by Thomas W. Lament, ulso a 
Morgan partner now representing the 
treasury In Puris, und that lie ob- 
tained It because he, as cliuirmun of 
the International Red Cross league, 
was especially interested in the finan- 
cial terms, and also because, us uu 
international banker, be was deeply 
concerned In probable plans to mobil- 
ize the financial and industrial inter- 
ests of this country to put Europe on 
1 18 feet again. J. P- Morgan and 
Frank Vanderilp said they never had 
seen copies of the document. 

Mr. Root w &3 questioned at length 
concerning the ethics of the affair, 
from his point of view. He resented 
the Idea that he was in possession of 

•stoico property” and said be thought 
Mr. Davison was entitled to have the 


trenty nnd was nctunted by no ul- 
terior motives. He asserted that the 
American people were entitled to 
what the German people nnd certain 
individuals in New York had already 
obtained, nnd he mildly criticised the 
president’s “lack of tact nnd manage- 
ment" In keeping the trenty from the 
senate. 

There did not seem to he much more 
that the committee could learn. Sen- 
ator Borah snid the Inquiry had vin- 
dicated his charge Hint Wall street 
had the trenty nnd had shown thnt 
Wall street Is Interested In the league 
of nations because It Is to be “chiefly 
n greut lnternntionnl nnd financial com- 
bine. Senator Hitchcock clnltned to 
be equally satisfied because, he said. 
It, hod been demonstrated that there 
was no basis for the Insinuation of 
Impropriety on the part of the pres- 
ident and the American peuce dele- 
gation. 

Into the midst of nil this ruction 
Senator Knox projected Ills plan to 
compel the separation of the league 
of nations covenant nnd the peace 
treaty and thus to permit their sep- 
arate consideration by the senate. Ills 
resolution, ns reported to the senate 
by the foreign relations committee, 
would virtually serve notice on the 
pence conference thnt unless it di- 
vorces the two documents the senate 
will do it. The plan of the opposition 
leaders Is to ratify the terms of pence 
with Germany without delay and to 
subject the league covenant to extend- 
ed deliberation and possibly to a na- 
tional referendum. Tills, of course, 
opens up the real fight on the league 
of nations nnd a stormy and long de- 
bate is expected. Senators who had 
not intended to speak on the league 
until the pact was formally presented 
for ratification are now hastily pre- 
paring their addresses. The support- 
ers of the league said they would 
make a hard fight to prevent n vote 
on the Knox resolution until after the 
peace treaty has been signed by the 
Germans. 

The signing of the treaty; or the re- 
fusal to sign It, will not be long de- 
layed now. The reply of the nllies to 
the German eounter-proposuls was 
handed to the Hun delegates nnd they 
were told their finnl decision must he 
mnde within five days, or by June 19. 
Several relatively small concessions 
were mnde liy the council of four. It 
agreed to a plebiscite in Upfler Silesia, 
subject to eertuln clearly defined con- 
ditions. While refusing to fix the def- 
inite sum Germany must pay, It re- 
quires the reparations commission to 
do this within four months of the sign- 
ing of the treuty. In most other re- 
spects the pact was left unchanged, 
but explanations were added to meet 
the objection that the financial com- 
mission was vexatious, inquisitorial 
and infringed Germany’s rights to con- 
duct her own* financial affairs. Ger- 
many’s request for u mandate for her 
former colonies was refused, and It 
was understood thnt her demand for 
immediate admission to the league of 
nations met u like fute, owing mainly 
to the strenuous objection of Clemen- 


Turkey’s peace delegation arrived 
In Paris and, without being officially 
received, wus sent to Vaucresson, in 
the suburbs. Its status Is rather 
misty, for no one seemed to know 
whether or not the entente allies 
would consider it necessary to muke 
a formal peuce with the disrupted 
Turkish empire. The Turks went to 
Paris on their own suggestion, und ut 
least It wus understood thut they were 
not plenipotentiaries but consultants. 
It Is felt in Puris that the partition of 
Turkey is an accomplished fuel, since 
Constantinople is controlled by Great 
Brituin and France, while Asiatic 
Turkey Is completely In the bunds of 
the Italians, Greeks and British. 

The Austro-Hungarian situation 
took on added complications last 
week. Government circles In Ixmdon 
received the Informatloh that a com- 
munist republic was to be proclaimed 
in Austria at once, with good prospects 
of being successful, since, according to 
the well informed, the Austrian army 
is fully 40 per cent bolshevik. It wes 
predicted the Austrian communists 
would quickly align themselves with 
those of Hungary, and this was the 


more serious because the latter have 
been scoring notable victories over tho 
Czechs und Roumanians. The pence 
conferees In Paris were forced to tnke 
especial notice of tills condition anti 
the council of four decided that tho 
boundaries between Hungary and 
Itoumanin and Czecho slovakia must 
be fixed speedily and Bela Kun told to 
what lines lie must withdraw his 
forces unless he wished the great 
powers to Interfere with an army. 

Bolshevik successes In other region# 
caused uneasiness In conference cir- 
cles. Admiral Kolchak suffered several 
rather severe reverses at the hands of 
the soviet troops of Russia and the In- 
terruption of the Esthonlnn ndvuneo 
on Petrogrnd strengthened the bol- 
shevik hold on Moscow. In the for- 
mer western provinces of Russia tho 
Germans were accused of hampering 
the operations of the opponents of bol- 
shevism. Questioned by the nllies, 
they replied they were merely enrrying 
out the orders of the armistice eoih- 
mlsslon to withdraw their forces from 
Litlmnnia nnd Letvln nortli of a cer- 
tain line. The Esthonlans, however. 
Insist that the Germans are fighting 
them In the region of Riga and that 
when they went to the assistance of 
the Letts the Huns nttuckeil them. In

To return to Germany: The leader# 
of affairs there still insisted last week 
thnt the peace trenty could not and 1 
must not be signed. There nppenrs to- 
be a marked revival of sentiment In 
favor of the former kaiser, und It ls^ 
even reported thnt nn organization Is 
being fanned for the purpose of bring- 
ing him back and restoring him to 
power. Gustav, Stresemnnn, louder of 
the national liberal party, has warned 
the allies that they must not demand 
the surrender of Wilhelm and says hi# 
Indictment will meah the overthrow 
of the republic. All of which probably 
is more interesting than important. 

But there are many evidences that 
the Germans ure preparing for eventu- 
alities in case they do not sign tho 
treaty. Most recent of these is the 
information that they are systemati- 
cally anil rapidly withdrawing all ma- 
terial from the regions Immediately to- 
the east of the zones of occupation 
and from the probable pathways the 
allies would follow If further advance 
Into Germany were ordered. The in- 
solence of the Huns, in the occupied 
territory nnd elsewhere, is Increasing 
and results in frequent clashes with 
the allied soldiers, some of which have 
been attended with fatalities. 

Messrs. Dunne and Walsh, emis- 
saries of the Irlsh-Amerlcan societies, 
finally succeeded in obtaining a brief 
intern lew with President Wilson In 
Purls nnd laid before him the claim# 
of the representatives of “free Ire- 
land” to be heard by the peace con- 
ference. They asked Mr. Wilson what 
he was going to do in view of the pro- 
Irish resolution adopted by the senate, 
und according to the statement of the 
emissaries he replied thut “the Ameri- 
can commissioners could not tuke up 
tlie cuse of Ireland officially witli the 
peace conference, but that lie himself 
and others had done, und would con- 
tinue to do, unofficially what they 
could do in the interest of Ireland ; 
thut the Amerleun commission hud not 
yet tuken up the senute resolution re- 
questing them to use their efforts to 
secure u hearing for De Valera, Grif- 
fith and Plunkett.” 

The general strike of the Commer- 
cial Telegruphers’ union in the United 
States at first looked like a fizzle, but 
took on a more serious aspect when 
the rallwuy operators’ organization or- 
dered Its members to accept no com- 
mercial messages for the Western 
Union or Postal Telegraph companies. 
Konenkaiup, head of the Commercial 
operators, said their fight was direct- 
{ ed mainly against Postmaster General 
Burleson. 
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UNCLE SAM TRAINED 75,000 DRIVERS 

FOR DIFFICULT TASKS DURING THE WAR 


United State* Motor Traneport* Used in Carrying Supplies to Front In 

France. 


When Uncle Sam’s armies finished 
the war the motor trnns|»ort corps 
comprised a force of roughly 150,000 
trained drivers of motortrucks, cars 
and motorcycles. 

Of this great force, only about half 
were trained drivers when they en- 
listed for the service, so It was neces- 
sary In order to hnve this force of 
men to train 75,000 men to drive auto- 
motive vehicles. 

The ammunition trains, supply 
trains, sanitary trains and casual mo- 
torized units which first want over- 
seas were composed of trained driv- 
ers, as n rule. Those who camo after 
were the men who did not know cars, 
engines, or any of the problems of 
driving, particularly such problems ns 
driving over roads under shell fire or 
with the grent congestion of the ronds 
to the fighting zone In France. The 
men who came In the second great 
rush of men for the army had there- 
fore to be trained from the very be- 
ginning to know the mnehine, nnd 
then to know the problems of driving 
In formation on military roads. 

Big Problems Presented. 

The two big phases were the teach- 
ing of the mechanism of the truck 
engine — I euy trdek because this was 
by far the more vital part of the 
training of driving in military forma- 
tions of huge fleets of trucks. 

Now that the war is over the prob- 
lem of teaching the mechanism of the 
machine is by far the more important 
to the commercial truck operator. As 
to the military formation required in 
the army, this can be disposed of 
■quickly. 

On the Mexican border, and with 
the Pershing expedition Into Mexico, 
the problem of mass operations with 
trucks was of minor importance. The 
•drivers went forward with some sem- 
blance of military formation, with 
•certain distances between trucks, and 


RULES FOR RADIATORS 

The radiator takes so little 
care that we are likely to give It 
even less thnn It requires. Here 
Is a simple rule which will give 
good results: 

1. Keep It full, especially with 
a thermo-syphon cooling system. 
The less the water, the less the 
cooling effect und the worse for 
the motor by overheating. 

2. Keep It full when using al- 
cohol In winter. The smaller the 
volume of mixture, the sooner It 
bolls and evaporates. 

3. Keep It full. 


TO PROPERLY CUT GASKETS 

•Plan Which Will Be Found Conveni- 
ent for Owners of Cars — Frayed 
Edges Avoided. 

Everyone who owns a car has had 
difficulty with cutting gaskets. Try 
this method the next time: Put the 
material — asbestos, felt, paper, etc. — 
over the hole for which It Is being cut. 
Take a bull-head hummer und pluce It 
on the material eve: the hole. Then 
tap this first hummer gently, with an- 
other hummer, and the gasket can be 
cut without the fruyftl edges that ure 
so annoying. 

KEEP WHEELS IN ALIGNMENT 

When Car Has Suffered Bump or 
Crash Against Curb Wheels 
Should Be Tested at Once. 

Whenever the car has suffered a 
bump of any kind, a crash against the 
curb or anything of the sort, the 
wheels should immediately be tested 
for alignment, us a bung of this kind 
is quite .enough to force them ut at 
correct alignment, which will lead to 
excessive wear. 

OIL WILL SILENCE SQUEAKS 

If in Hurry to Stop Noise Pour Little 
Kerosene Over Spring and 
Shake Car. 

If In a hurry to stop a spring from 
■ king, pour a little kcroasee over 
it. gdlding the oil down the sides with 
the finger so that It will run between 
the leaves. Wipe off the excess. Pour 
cylinder oil over the springs the same 
way. Now shake the car so the oil 
vUi be drawn in uud find the squeak. 
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with some attempt at military cohe- 
sion. The truck work, however, was 
more or less of a problem of every 
man to drive his own machine. 

New System Developed. 

When the American army reached 
France, with the greatly restricted 
area of operation, the shorter dis- 
tances for ordlnury hauls, und the in- 
tense congestion of the roads, it was 
necessary to develop a military pre- 
cision in handling of trucks, before 
that unheard of. The French trans- 
port was first to develop* this pre- 
cision, und Its vital need was shown 
In the British offensive on the Aisne 
in 1917, when the enormous number 
of over 5,300 trucks moved an entire 
British corps in military formation 
into the fighting line. Such a column 
meant nearly 100 miles of length for 
the train. And to hnve this body of 
trucks operating properly the strict- 
est discipline was required. 

This truck discipline was first sys- 
tematized on the French lines by work 
and experiments at Camp Johnson, 
Fla., near Jacksonville, the mother 
school of the motor transport corps, 
und was soon developed into book 
form and standardized for the army. 

Thorough Training Given. , 

To the commercial truck operator, 
however, the work done to train the 
drivers In the handling of their vehi- 
cles was far more important. Every 
man who went Into the corps was 
given a thorough training in the opera- 
tion of the motor vehicles, and while 
the Camp Johnston school was work- 
ing out truck discipline enormous re- 
pair and shop units were in full op- 
eration in other parts of the country. 
Such, for Instance at Camp Ho)ublrd, 
near Baltimore, and at Atlanta, while 
over in the West there were such 
units as at San Antonio. These were 
mechanical organizations for repair 
work and for shop training.

Special Axle, Can Be Readily At- 
tached to the Disabled Car. 

quickly made up of discarded mate- 
rials with but little work, says Popu- 
lar Mechanics. 

The wheel Is of the regular automo- 
bile type with a 34 by 4-Inch pneu- 
matic tire, this size being suitable for 
use on both large and small cars. The 
axle Is either a broken front axle or 
a short section of a strong steel beam. 
The emergency axle is bent or i 
dropped, the offset being necessury to 
clear the axle-housing flange or brake 
drum. The device is attached by 
means of two U-shaped clumps and 
nuts. The sketch shows the general 
appearance and manner of attaching 
the emergency wheel to the reur axle 
of a car, but it may also be used in 
front, as the clamps are easily shifted. 

TO SILENCE RATTLING RODS 

Noise Made Is Source of Much Annoy- 
ance to Occupants of Car — Way 
to Remedy Trouble. 

Where long rods of small diameter 
are used for brake connections, and | 
so forth, particularly on the smaller j 
cars, the rattle and chattering they j 
make is a source of constant annoy- 
ance. There is an easy way, however, 
to put a stop to these noises. A coil | 
spring one-half Inch to an inch in i 
diameter should be firmly attached at 
one end to the middle of each rod and 
the other end extended under tension 
to the frame side member or some oth- 
er convenient point for anchorage. The 
tension on these springs will bold the 
rods rigid and present vibration and 
noise.

If you use n fireless cooker, you 
will save time, for the food can be 
cooking while you are doing some oth- 
er work about the house. 

If you use n tireless cooker, you will 
be able to serve better food. Mnny 
foods cooked nt a low temperature for 
a long time have n much better flavor, 
and breakfast cereals so cooked are 
often considered more wholesome. 

If you use a fireless cooker you will 
save fuel and your kitchen will be a 
much more eomfortable’place in which 
to work, especially In hot weather. 

Materials You Will Need. 

These materials plus a fe\y hours’ 
work plus ordinary common sense will 
produce the fireless cooker you want 
and need in your kitchen: 

1 tightly-built wooden box or lard 
firkin, largo enough to allow at 
leant four Inches packing around 
the "well” or Inside pall 10c to 16c 

1 metal pall without handles and 

with tight-fitting cover. Cover 
preferably fits Inside pall. If tin 
is used, care must be taken to 
avoid rusting 60c to 81 

Excelsior, crumpled newspaper, 

sawdust, ground cork No cost 

Asbestos paper, % Inch thickness. COc to 85c 

Cardboard collar No cost 

Plaster parls or asbestos collar... 10c 

White paint 10c 

Hound "pillow” of old cotton ma- 
terial and excelsior made to fit 
snugly In the top No cost 

2 soapstones to fit Into pall or 

well 81 to 81.20 

Buttonhook to lift soapstones No cost 

Total cost of material.... A. 82.20 to $3.40 

To make the use of the flreless 
cooker easier there are some additional 
conveniences which may be used If you 
so desire. The duplicate or triplicate 
kettles purchased to fit the well of 
your cooker nre not absolutely neces- 
sary If you own other pans which fit, 
but they are much more convenient 
and aid In making the cooker more 
efficient. 

If It Is necessnry that the cooker be 
moved, casters will make this easily 
done. 

The following directions for making 
a cooker are given by the states rela- 
tions service. United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. If you follow 
them closely, you will be able to show 
your efficient flreless cooker with pride 


FIRELESS COOKER AS 
ICE BOX IN SUMMER 

Construction on Same Principle 
as Refrigerator. 

When Used to Keep Food Cool It 

Must Be Chilled to Desired Tem- 
perature — Is Convenient to 
Make Many Cold Drinks. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The flreless cooker can be used to 
keep food cold as well us hot, because 
boat cannot pass In to warm the con- 
tents any more than It cun pnss out 
und cool them. In this respect It 
works very much like a refrigerator. 
In fact, both the cooking box und the 
Ice box ure constructed on the suine 
principle — supplying a cohstant-tem- 
perature chumbor with non-conducting 
walls. Well-constructed Ice boxes are 
mude with some Insulating material or 
dead air space between the inner and 
outer walls, uud the covers and doors 
close in such a way as to prevent beat 
passing in or out. Of course, the more 
often the doors are opened, the more 
heat passes in and the more quickly 
the Ice melts and the temperature 
rises. Fortunately this is less serious 
than the loss of beat when a fireless 
cooker Is opened. 

When the cooker U used to keep 
food coot It must be chilled to the de- 
| sired temperature before it is put in. 
| The more nearly heat-proof the walla 
j the longer the material keeps its orig- 
' Inal temperature. Ice cream put in a 
I well-made flreless cooker ought to re- 
main firm as long us If It were packed 
lu salt und ice in an ordinary freezer. 
1 Many cooks prefer to pack such half- 
frozen desserts as mousse or parfait in 


to the next neighbor who comes In. It 
will give you an envlnble feeling to 
be able to say, “I made that myself. 
It cost very little and does good work.” 
Try It and see. 

How to Make the Cooker. 

Scour firkin, let It dry thoroughly, 
and put lu casters. 

Line with several thicknesses of 
newspaper tacked to sides. 

Put In solid lnyer of excelsior about 
2 Inches thick. This should be nt least 
2 Inches thick, but might well be more 
if the firkin Is deep enough to permit. 

Fit nsbestos around pail and wire or 
tie It firmly. 

Cut circle of asbestos a little larger 
than the size of the pnll and place on 
top of the 2-lnch layer of excelsior. 

Set pall on top of this and weight 
before starting to pack around It in 
order to avoid having the pail move 
out of place. 

Put In small amount of excelsior 
around pnll, distributing It evenly. 

Pound down with handle of hammer 
or something else heavy. 

Continue packing excelsior and 

E minding down until It is about one- 
alf inch from rim of bucket. The 
more solidly the excelsior Is packed, 
the more efficient will be the flreless 
cooker. 

* Cut cardboard collar to fit between 
Inside well (or pall) and outside the 
wood container and set In place. 

Cover this with mixture of plaster 
parls — 1 part plaster parls to 2 parts 
of water. In putting on mixture avoid 
having layer come up above rim of 
pall. If not thin enough to put on 
smoothly, rub down with fingers or 
with knife blade. 

Pnlnt after plaster of parts has dried 
thoroughly. 

Fill pillow full enough to mnke It fit 
snugly between well top and lid. 

Fasten lid with hluges If box Is 
used. 

Definite directions for using the flre- 
less cooker and some recipes for dishes 
which can be successfully cooked In It 
cun be procured from your state agri- 
cultural college or your home demon- 
stration agent. Have your cooker 
ready for the recipes they will aend 
you on request. 


a fireless cooker rather thnn In n freez- 
er because there Is less danger of them 
becoming too cold and hurd. It Is 
often convenient to make cold drinks, 
like lemonude or fruit punch, some 
hours before they are used. By chill- 
ing them and placing In the cooker 
they cun be kept cool without Ice. 

Sometimes a little Ice Is put into the 
box with the food to make it cooler, 
Just us hot soapstones or bricks are 
put In to make It hotter. Because 
there Is less space to keep cool, much 
less ice needed than in the chamber 
of un Icebox. The ice in the cooker 
melts slowly and so keeps the temperu- 
ture down much longer than if it were 
used in an open pitcher. 

Simple directions for making a flre- 
less cooker inny be had by writing the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture for Bulletin No. 771, “Home-Made 
Flreless Cookers uud Their Use.”

Ragout of Veal. — Reheat two cup- 
fuls of cold roast veal, cut In cubes. 
In one and one-half cupfuls of brown 
snuce, seasoned with a tenspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, a tablespoonful 
of onion Juice and a dash of cayenne. 

Ronst pork or venl nmy be used In 
salads and a cupful or two of veal 
mnkes a small pot pie when covered 
with a good rich crust and baked. 

Small quantities of corn or aspara- 
gus or other vegetables with potatoes 
and n bit of onion for seasoning 
make a most appetizing salrtti. 

Minced Mutton. — Mash the yolks of 
six hard cooked eggs and senson with 
cayenne and a fourth of a teaspoon- 
ful of mustard and salt. Add a cupful 
of cream and two cupfuls of chopped 
cooked mutton. When thoroughly hot 
add a quarter of a glnss of currant 
Jelly. 

Ham With Jelly Sauce.— Put a half 
tablespoonful of butter In n saucepnn, 
and when melted add a small glass 
of sour apple Jelly, season with cay- 
enne, and add a cupful of cooked ham 
cut In neat strips, add a fourth of a 
cupful of orange Juice and simmer five 
minutes, then serve.

INVITING DISHES. 

When making gravy without 
browned flour add the flour to the 
fat and stir until well 
blended, then add milk or 
water and a teuspoonful 
of kitchen bouquet to 
give tho rich brown 
color. 

Raisin and Celery 
Salad. — Cut into smull 
pieces two cupfuls of cel- 
ery, two oranges broken 
In bits, two-thirds of a 
cupful of raisins, seeded and plumped 
over steum, a cupful of grated apple 
and a cupful of mayonnaise. Cover 
with this mixture the apple nnd muy- 
omuilse, malting an especially delicious 
mixture. 

Green Corn and Green Pepper. — Cut 

the corn from four ears, put Into n 
frying pan with a tahlespoonful of hot 
fat, udd a chopped green pepper, sou- 
son with salt and pepper and udd more 
fat If needed nnd cook twenty minutes, 
stirring to keep from burning. 

Cassolet. — This Is a famous French 
dish which Is both historical and ap- 
petizing. Soak over night one quart 
of lima beans; In the morning bring 
to the boiling point, ndd salt, fresh 
water and cook until tender, or nearly 
so. Place In a casserole two cupfuls of 
cold cooked chicken or duck, add the 
beans, an onion, half a cupful of 
strained tomuto, a quart of hot broth 
and a teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet. 
Bake one hour, uncover, sprinkle with 
a little minced parsley, brown und 
serve. 

Filling. — Boll two cupfuls of sugar 
with four tahlespoonfuls of water until 
It threads; pour over three well-beaten 
egg wlilt. *8, ndd a half cupful of cit- 
ron, shredded fine, half a cupful of 
shredded figs, one cupful of chopped 
raisins, and one cupful of chopped, 
blanched raisins. Spreud between the 
layers and on top of the cake. , 

Pressed Corned Beef. — Cover 11 piece 
of corned beef with cold water, let 
heat gradually to the boiling ]M>lnt, 
then simmer slowly until very tender, 
about six hours. Remove to a brick- 
shaped bread pan and 7 cover with a 
hoard and weight. Let stand several 
hours. Serve cut In slices, garnishing 
the platter with pursley. The liquor 
saved from the meut muy be used to 
000 k cabbage, giving It a very nice 
tluvor. 

Frozen Coffee Custard. — Scald a 
pint of milk. Beat four eggs until 
light, add them to the hot milk with 
a cupful of sugar, remove from the 
fire and cool, add half a pint of cold 
coffee and half a plat of whipped 
cream, theu freeze. Serve In sherbet 
cup*, gar'' |w, *•‘ ^, "■‘th whipped cream.

“We had better sign the treaty and 
have done with It. But whether we 
sign It or not, the worst Is yet to 
some; and we refuse to cheer up.” 

That wns apparently the attitude 
of the greater part of the German peo- 
ple on Friday, June 20, when this re- 
view wns written. However, at that 
time It wns. Impossible to forecast the 
action thnt would be taken by the Ger- 
man government, and the news col- 
umns will tell whether the treaty wns 
signed or rejected, by Monday. June 
23, at 0:49 p. m„ Paris time, when the 
time limit given the Germans expired. 

Friday morning came the news thnt 
the Scheidemann cabinet had fallen 
and that Gustav Noske. minister of de- 
fense. was to become head of the new 
government. This wns taken to mean 
that the treaty would be signed, as 
Scheidemann had been the chief op- 
ponent of such n course. It was be- 
lieved that the rule of Noske would 
amount to a dlstatofshlp. Another 
story was thnt Bernstorff would suc- 
ceed Brockdorff-Rantznu as head of 
the commission. 

Disappointed, dismayed and thor- 
oughly angered by the final refusal of 
the allies to ameliorate to any mnrked 
extent the terms Imposed on them, the 
Germans 


The Germnn pence envoys had nn 
unpleasant time last week. On their 
departure from Versailles with the 
flnnl draft of the treaty they were as- 
sailed by u tnob and several of them 
were Injured by thrown stones — nn un- 
fortunute occurrence for which the 
French authorities mnde ample 
apology. No sooner had the envoys 
reached Weimar thnn some sixty Spnr- 
tncan prisoners, relensetKfrom the Jail 
there, attacked the eastle where the 
members of the government live. It 
wns their Intention, apparently, to 
seize Ebert, Schcldemnnn and Noske, 
but they made so much noise that the 
surprise ussuult failed and the troops 
drove off the Spnrtacnns. The Ger- 
mans considered tills occurrence more 
Important than It appeared to be on 
the surface. 


Once ngnin American troops hnve 
been sent across the Mexlenn border 
because of the action of the Vlllistas. 
and this time the latter were quickly 
attneked and ns quickly put to flight. 
The rebels had Invested Junrez and, 
as on former occasions, some of their 
bullets landed In El Paso, Tex. Sev- 
eral Americans were killed and wound- 
ed and our soldiers got Into action In- 
stantly. After the artillery had rained 
shrapnel on the Villa forces the Infan- 
try rushed across the International 
bridge and drove them from their 
trenches, atid the cavnlry pursued 
them for several miles. The Mexican 
authorities were assured that this wan 
not to he taken ns nn Invasion, nnd In- 
deed the Americans returned to their 
own side of the river within a few 
hours. At first President Cnrrnnzn, 
through his special envoy at Washing- 
ton, protested ngalnst the action, but 
next day the Mexican government an- 
nounced thnt It considered the Incident 
closed. Whether Puncho Villa also 
would so consider it was another mat- 
ter. All along the border there was- 
fear lest he attempt reprisal and 
American troops were hurriedly plnced 
at the points that were oonsldered 
threatened. 

Of course the senate took a whack 
at this affuir and the opponents of the. 
administration severely criticized It 
for its general Mexican policy, which. 
Senator Fall asserted, wns to support 
the weak Carranza government with- 
out protecting the lives and property 
of Americans and other foreigners la 
Mexico.

There was some Improvement In the 
bolshevik! situation and consequently 
less apprehension on the part of the 
peace conference. A national con- 
gress of Hungarian soviets, over which 
Bela.Kun presided, appealed to the 
French proletariat to aid Hungary and 
Russia in their “revolution for lib- 
erty." The progress of the Hungarian 
communist troops against the Czechs 
and Roumanians was checked, and the 
reports from Russia contained no 
alarming uewa.

They had Ger- 
many encircled by a ring of guns and 
bayonets and were ready to Invade 
from three sides, while on the north 
the guns of their fleets would enforce 
a renewed blockade by sea. Before 
the week ended the British grand fleet 
was on a war footing. The Immense 
dirigible R-84, which was about to 
atari across the Atlantic, was made 
ready to sail for the Bultlc, and her 
companion, R-88. set out on a cruise 
that was to Include the Kiel canal. 

Land operations, carefully planned 
by Marshal Koch and hi* colleagues, 
called for swift advance by the Bel- 
gian and British forces through Essen 
and the Ruhr district to the fortress 
of Mlnden; by the Americans up the 
valley of the Main to the Bohemian 
border, cutting Germany In two; by 
the French to the fortress of Ulm and 
then to Nordllngeu. outflanking tb* 
strong Kboen mountain defenses.

OIL FOR THROW-OUT COLLAR 

Thera Acs Several 8alf-Feedlng Cupe 
on Market Which May Be Used 
for This Purpose. 

In certain cars It Is necessary to 
remrtve the floor hoards In order to 
lubricate the clutch throw-out collar. 
As a consequence many car owners 
neglect this Important Item of lubri- 
cation, until trouble In the units 
makes the need evident. In cases of 
this kind where no provision hns been 
made for lubrication by having a 
grease cup that extends up through 
the floor hoards It will he wise to In- 
stall an oil line to feed this part. This 
can enslly he done by arranging n 
large oil cup to feed through n small 
opening Into a metal pipe running to 
the throw-out collar. It Is necessary 
to have a small opening, so that the 
flow of oil will not be too rapid, for 
obvious reasons. There are several 
self-feeding oil cups on the market, 
which may be used to advantage In 
this connection. 

MOST CONVENIENT TIRE TOOL 

Little Wedge of Wood Can Be Slipped 
In Between Beads and Pulled 
Around Surface. 

One of the most convenient little 
weapons for use In tire repairing Is a 
little wedge of wood, three-quarters of 
an Inch thick nnd three to five Inches 
long, depending <m *the size of tires 
urfed. This wedge Is slipped In be- 
tween the bends and enn be pulled 
nround the entire circumference of 
the tire with one hand, while the oth- 
er Is free to hold the tire. This Is 
much easier than trying to use both 
hands to force the casing open, whllo 
holding It on the shoulder. 


TO SILENCE RATTLING RODS 

Nolae Made la Source of Much Annoy- 
ance to Occupants of Car — Way 
to Remedy Trouble. 

Where long rods of small diameter 
are used for brake connections, nnd 
so forth, particularly on the smaller 
cars, the rattle and chattering they 
make Is a source of constant annoy- 
ance. There Is an easy way, however, 
to put a stop to these noises. A coll 
spring one-half Inch to nn Inch In 
diameter should be firmly attached at 
one end to the middle of each rod and 
the other end extended under tension 
to the frame side member or some oth- 
er convenient point .for anchorage. The 
tension on these springs will hold the 
rods rigid and prevent vibration and 
noise.

In place of the rubber that Is not put on, because of the rubber 
being so scurce, springs have been put on It Instead. 


SPARK PLUG TROUBLES 

Two frequent causes of spark 
plug trouble are oil or particles 
of carbon collecting between the 
points nnd sooting of the porce- 
lain. The first mentioned Is 
remedied by carefully removing 
the oil or carbon and thus clear- 
ing the gap. If the carbon on 
the porcelnln Is hard, do not nt- 
teinpt to scrape It off. Soak the 
porcelain In kerosene or liquid 
carbon remover until the carbon 
Is soft enough to wipe off cleun- 
ly with a cloth. 

Points out of adjustment or 
burned away will ulso cause 
missing. The points should he 
adjusted to a gap of from one- 
thirty-second to one-sixty-fourth 
of an inch, depending upon the 
Ignition system, carburetor ad- 
justment and design of motor.

The time was when much creaming 
of butter nnd stirring of sugar and 
butter was thought the only way to 
make a butter cake, but these busy 
days are teaching us many ways of 
simplifying our work, nnd cake milk- 
ing must keep pace. The shortening, 

If softened — not melted — will tnlx 
with the sugnr nnd It takes but a short 
time to cream It ; add a little hot water 
or milk If hurried for time and then 
give the mixture a good beating, add- 
ing the eggs beaten nnd give another 
good beating. A fair cnke, good 
enough for every-dny use. Is one using 
three tnblespoonfuls of butter or but- 
ter substitute, one cupful of sugnr, 
half a cupful of milk, two eggs, two 
teaspoonfuls of bnklng powder and a 
cupful nnd three-quarters of sifted 
flour. Add flavoring nnd bake In p hot 
oven. A circle of well-greased paper 
placed in the layer tins, ns well as 
deeper tins, will help to remove the 
cake without breaking. 

A cake thnt Is baked with as little 
flour ns will hold It up makes a much 
more tender and delicate one. . The 
baking Is a most Important factor In 
good cnke mnklng. Have the oven 
very hot for layer cnke and bake 
from 10 to 12 minutes.

Women find them deslruble be- 
cause they ure fine and they prove to 
be us dainty und us durable us fine 
batiste or other delicutely woven cot- 
tons. And the sheen und "feel** of silk 
are Insidious — It Is the easiest thing 
In the world % to cultivate the silk habit 
end next to Impossible to break It. 

The shops are showing silk under- 
clothes thut ure moderately priced 
along with more silk undergarments 
that are high priced. But price means 
nothing to the girl of today — If she 
has It — to buy the thing she wunts 
when she wants It. There Is a popular 
and a growing demand for silk un- 
dergarments which means that the 
wanted garments will be supplied In 
Increasing numlters and that the prices 
will nut be likely to go higher. 

The silk most used for undergur- 
meuts Is crepe de chine In white and 
flesh pink. For ornument, hemstitch- 
ing. French knotB, simple embroidery 
and val or filet lace, especially In In- 
sertions. are ull equally popular. Other 
wash silks, Including taffeta, and wush 
satins find advocates who like them 
as well us crepe de chine. They all 
wash easily, the crepe looking espe- 
cially well after It Is tubbed. They 
should be wrung with wringer, not 
twisted In the hand, folded In a tfheet 
and Ironed while still a little dump 
with an Iron that is only moderately 
hot. 

An undersllp of plain white taffeta 
appears in the picture, this particular 


model having a baby bodice and gath- 
ered skirt set on to a waist band. 
Many underslips are cut like a 
chemise, without a waistband. The 
most popular silk garment Is the en- 
velope chemise of crepe de chine. It 
Is worn over the corset and without 
bloomers or drawers In warm weather.

A Few Hints for Laundering. 

Using nn old sheet double It ns 
many times ns It will cover the board. 
This will mnkp four or five thick- 
nesses, which are laid smoothly and 
tacked on the board all at once. When 
the top layer becomes soiled. It Is cut 
off and there Is the board with a clenn 
cover. 

When covering the Ironing-board 
with a blanket or pnddlng, tack It 
along the edgeR only, so that both 
sides and the ends are smoothly cov- 
ered. Then make an unblenched iron- 
ing sheet the size of board, with large 
end left open to slip on like n pillow- 
case. If well fitted, both sides of the 
board can be used ; It will look neat 
and there will be no pins or nails to 
tear bunds or clothing. 

A Handy Iron Cleaner. 

A very practical little contrivance 
for use when ironing consists of a 
block of wood about five Inches square. 
Five holes are bored In this block and 
filled with beeswax. These are cover- 
ed with a piece of muslin. The other 
side of the block Is covered with em- 
ery-cloth. The emery side of the block 
Is used to rub the Iron on If the 
starch sticks and the wax side gives 
the iron smoothness. 

Old flat-irons become rusty, but n 


coat of aluminum enamel paint mnket 
them neat and clean. No more flnkea 
of rust or smudge to drop off on white 
garments when Ironing. They can be 
washed and tihe heat does not affect 
the enamel, as It Is the kind used on 
radiators. One cont Is sufficient, and 
a small can will do for coating a num- 
ber of Irons.

dred and sixty men was made to 
carry on the Pequod War; of these 
Weymouth Curnlshed live as her 
contigent. Under the system of ; 
computation adopted by the highest * 
authority this would Indicate a total 
of about fiv e hundred souls, which 
1 am inclined to think was not far 
front the true number. During the j 
next centurj, and a quarter the in- 
crease was very slow, so that In 
l'7o the population blit little exceed 
od 1.400; indeed, it may lie snid 
that during tile century and a half 
which succeeded the Pequod War 
the increase of the town in numbers 
scarcely exceeded one-half of ’one 
pr-r cent a year. 

To the Weymouth of 1873,— with 
its population of 10,000 souls, — 1,400, 
and much less 500. seems a some- 
what syparae settlement. It did not 
so impress the first inhabitants. On 
the contrary in 1042 the townspeople 
of those days thought themselves 
so numerous as to render expedient 
the removal of a portion of their 
number to a new settlement. This 
[was accordingly determined on, and 
the Rev. Mr. Newman, the clergy- 
man of the time, to prevent all dis- 
pute, offered either to go or to re- 
main as Ills parishoners should de- 
cide. 

A vote was taken, which resulted 
in favor of the removing party; 
with them, therefore, he cast in his 
lot at the place selected for their 
settlement, to which the pastor gave 
the name Rehoboth, which it stilt 
bears. 

In later years other and larger 
migrations took place, first to Eas- 
ton and subsequently to Abington, 
thus accounting for the slow move- 
ment of population in the mother 
town, which, indeed, between 1740 
and 1780 rather tended to diminish 
than to increase. This condition 
of affairs, however, in no way dis- 
turbed the inhabitant?. On the con- 
trary, four years after the Rehobotli. 
secession, the town records under 
the date, of April G, 1646. contain 
this singular entry, with the signi- 
ficant words “Stand Good,” written 
against it fn the margin: —

When approximately 150,000 per- 
sons volunteered to go overseas foi 
the Y. M, C. A., 20,000 were chosen.

Among the responses and confes- 
sions were the unconscious bits of 
humor that relieved the tension of the 
drama of "Y” mobilization. And now 
that the crisis Is past the curtain is 
lifted on these comic Interludes. 

There stands revealed the- minister 
who, according to one of his refer- 
ences, "pluys in a band and uses his 
horn to social advantage otherwise.” 
Horo is another who won this com-

Ills 
pitching for thnt your wns more or less 
of a Joke, for he won but two games 
and succeeded In losing nine more be- 
fore Barney Dreyfus made up his 
mind to let his veteran star go. 

In 1917 Adams drifted Into the West- 
ern league, signed up with Jack Hol- 
land ut Hutchinson and stnged a come- 
back thnt surprised everybody. He 
won 20 games of bnll for the Hutchin- 
son tenm and lost 13, and he was 
rated as one of the hnrdest working 
pitchers In the league, which has al- 
ways been noted ns a league that hnr- 
bors many a hard-hitting youngster, 
nnd mnny a crafty old-timer' who is 
on his way hack. 

Adnms’ record with the Hutchinson 
club won him a trial with John Gnnzel 
at Knnsns City last season and during 
the abbreviated pennant race In which 
the Blues won the pennant Adnms 
captured 14 games of ball and lost but 
three for the Kansas City club. 

This feat won him his chance to try 
a real comeback with the Pirates this 
year nnd his boosters are predicting 
that he will make good. 

Adams emblazoned his name in base- 
ball’s hall of fame back in 1909 when
